In 
official quarters, however, it Is de- 
clared that the only step actually de- 
cided upon is the sumuiouing to colors 
of the first three divisions who retired 
from the army during tho last three 
years. This will glvo a force of some 
20.000 men. who will bo chielly em- 
ployed In strengthening tho troops 
along the frontier. 


Turkey Threatens Frontier. 


It Is expected that a week will suf- 


fice to enable the ministry to judge of 
the extent to which Its final appeal to

marine craft won a splendid victory j . . 
over the torpedo boat in a pretty ex- ' * 
hibition off the coast here and forcibly, 
illustrated the effectiveness of the the 
submarine boat in case of war.

Adder succeeded 
in torpedoing the 


torpedo boat Craven. So stealthily did 
the Adder creep up on the Craven that 
the wooden torpedo successfully fired 
and struck the Craven a smart blow 
below the water line amidship before 
the crew on the floating warship could 
man the guns or the torpedo tube?. 
The sham fight was a continuation of 
the program which was begun some 
days ago as a test of the submarine 
boat, and was a success in every way 
as far as the type was concerned. 


The Craven left the torpedo station 


and. running down the harbor, cruised 
about Brenton's reef lightship await- 
ing the attack. The Adder, instead ol 
following 
immediately, waited 
an 


hour in order to get the crew of the 
Craven off their guard. 
AB soon aa 


Fort Adams was cleared the sub- 
marine boat plunged beneath the sur 
face and remained 45 minutes, durinj 
which time officers and men enjoyed 
lunch without inconvenience. On get- 
ting outside the harbor the Adder was 
once more sent to the surface, but 
only her conning tower was exposed. 
The Craven was sighted a short dis- 
tance outside the lightship, riding un- 
concernedly on an easy swell. 


The Adder again plunged, and when 


within 300 yards of the Craven a 
wooden torpedo in shape and size of 
a regular projectile was fired. The 
shot was a good one and the torpedo 
struck the Craven amidship with con- 
siderable force, sufficient to percept- 
ibly jar the boat. 
The crew of the 


Craven was unable to reach the guns 
in time to fire a shot. The Adder then 
came to the surface, and after one or 
two more dives the two boats re- 
turned to the torpedo station. Other
